professivnal and commercial life. we, the con-~ 
piisis, hops thet ws heave cone our task well, 
and to the satisfaction of the survivin; men- 
bers of the Knight family at whose instigation 
it was undertaken. 

In our task we have encountered tis usual 
difficulties thet attend any genealoyicel in- 
vestigation=- the fallitility of human memory, 
the absence or insccessibility of authentic 
family records, the rapid removal and dispersion 
of a man's children, which in a country as rest- 
less and enterprising as America constitutes one 
of the genealogist's principal probiems. The 
facts in this took came from many sources <- 
the court records of Texas, Vir.inie, and Tennes- 
see, the records of tne United States Census 
Bureau, old histories of Dallas County such as 


thet of John Henry brown, the reverences to the

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It was in this history=makin. period 
of tine thet Obadiah Knight began to ce active 
in local politics. In the three-cornered 
election of August 1850, he was stoutly back- 
ing Ceder Sprin.:s and apparently had a cleur 
majority. A broken cable defeated him, however. 
A numcer of settlers were trying to cross to 
the west tank of the Trinity et whet is now the 
foot of Commerce. Street. The ferry cable 
broke most ops,ortunely, however, end the re= 
sulting delay of several deys resulted in 
their votes being takcn where they were. A 
little adroit lobbying by the ferryasn and 
Others was all that was necessary to swing 
the election ror Dalles. 

Obadiah night was a arosyerous farmer, 
who had, at the tine of the Civil Yar, frorty=- 
two Slaves, all of whom reise ines with hin 
for « yoar after the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, end some of whom continue. to-work 
the farm for ois widow for years after Obadiah's 
death, 

With many other settlers he came to 
Texas because of the advertising that was _ 


put out by the promoters or the veter'ts Colony. 
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This colony wus oreated by «n act of the Tex- 
@n Consress on Feb. 4, 1841. This colony 
extended from Red River to Fllis County 

and was wide enough to teke in practically 
all of Daliss County. It gave to Joseph 
Carroll, Henry J. Peters anc others, the ri ht 
to bring in imuigrants. This company had 


its headauarters at Louisville, Kentucky. 


. It advertised extensively and brought in many 


excellent settlers from Kentucxy, Tennessee, 
Illinois, iiissouri and other Southern sta:es. 
Before the arrival of Obadieh Knight 

in 1246, what is now Dallas County east of the 
Trinity paroeene to tees County, 

while all w.st of the Trinity belonged to 
Bobertson County.

liam Knight, who was past 45 years of aus 
in 1820, was his father. The census of 
1820 of Bedford Co. wives the following:

THE OBADIAH KNIGHT FARM 


The boundaries shown on the accompanying map 
represent fhe farm of Ovadiah Knight at its create 
est area, that is after 1868, when it comprised a 
total 1061.2 acres. | 

The original holding of the Knight family 
in Dallas County was acquired by Gabriel B. Knight, 
who on February 26, 1846, purchased 640 acres of 
land for {$640.00 from Miles Bennett, who, in a 
patent of April 21, 1845, had received nearly one 
third of a ieafue from the Republic of Texas. 

On September 21, 1847, Obadiah Knight bought 
480 acres of his brother's holding for *480.00. 
This p> the original Knight farm and lay northe 
west Ok Maple Lawn Road. 

It wis enlarged uron December 27, 1851, when 
Obadiah Knight bought 164.1 acres of land from 
James Grigsby for $225, and again on Novenber 9, 
1852, when he bourht 157.1 acres from Robert 4. 
Grigsby for $314.00. Finally on January 31, 1866 
Gabriel Knight deeded him 260 adiitional ecres in 
return for a guarantee of support during the ree 


mainder of the former's natural life. 
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The agreement between the two brotners was as 


_follovs; In return for the 260 acres of land Obadiah 


Knight undettook "to support, that is to say, to 
furnish good clothing, and wae for, and provide for the 
comfortable maintenance of the said G. B. Knight 
Guring his natural life. The clothing that is to 
be furnished, to be substantial and comfortable such 
as he is accustomed to wear. And should the G. B. 
Knight live longer than myself, then in that case my 
heirs and Legal representatives are to make full provi-e 
sion for the pomtorablé, sip cart of the saté GS. B. 
BASEhe out of my estste." 

This final grant from Gabriel B. Knight extended 


‘the farm to Mockingbird Lane ar shownon the map. Three 


acres of it was a year later, on Aug. 22, 1857, donated 


by Obadiah Knight for a sthool, of which he became 
one of the trustees. The other trustees were G. WY. 


Record, T. C. Williams, John Howell, and 7. H. Hughes.
